REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  47  successful  meetings  during  the  year 
of  1972. 

There  were  54  building  permits  issued,  several  of  these  being  for  new 
or  improved  businesses.  Among  these  are  Whitten  Corp.,  Country  Chry¬ 
sler  Plymouth  Inc.,  Francis  Irons  Machine  Shop,  Don’s  Auto  Sales,  Mis- 
coe  Springs  Co.,  Arcudi  Oil  Co.  and  Kearsley’s  Trailer  Sales. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Upton  Board  of  Selectmen,  tests  were  made 
at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  grounds,  which  resulted  in  the 
State  Board  of  Health  approving  the  land  as  being  suitable  for  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  High  School. 

School  zone  signals  were  installed  at  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School. 

The  State  will  reimburse  Mendon  in  full  for  these  lights. 

Several  new  street  lights  were  installed  at  dangerous  intersections. 

A  request  has  been  approved  by  the  D.P.W.  for  a  cooperative  side¬ 
walk  between  the  State  and  Town  for  a  sidewalk  on  Route  1 6  from  the 
drive-in-range  to  Hartford  Ave.  West.  The  State  will  absorb  all  the  cost 
except  for  surfacing  and  maintaining  it. 

Main  Street  and  Maple  Street  were  hot-topped  and  a  new  sidewalk 
was  installed  on  Maple  Street. 

A  new  truck  for  sanding  was  purchased  for  the  Highway  Dept. 

The  Board  purchased  two  fire  plectrons  to  complete  the  Police  and 
Fire  combined  answering  service. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  cooperation  we  are  receiving  from  State  and 
Federal  government  officials.  As  a  result  of  a  meeting  with  the  D.P.W. , 
the  Town  can  receive  signs  from  the  State  without  cost,  if  warranted. 

After  a  period  of  7  years,  the  State  stock  pile  of  salt  and  sand  has 
been  returned  to  the  Town  on  Route  16  on  State-owned  land.  This  has 
resulted  in  safer  driving  on  Route  1 6. 
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The  Council  on  Aging  has  been  created  and  appointments  have  been 
made  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  enforced  the  unregistered  motor  vehicle  by-law  and  as  a 
result,  there  are  210  less  unregistered  and  junk  cars  in  town. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  for  all  department  heads  and  com¬ 
mittee  members  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  more  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  the  departments. 

Representatives  from  the  various  departments  and  committees  have 
attended  several  regional  and  state  meetings  to  obtain  information  on 
the  new  1 8  month  fiscal  year. 

Members  of  the  Board  represented  Mendon  in  Northbridge’s  Bicen¬ 
tennial  parade.  Mendon,  being  the  Mother  Town  of  Northbridge,  was 
the  only  outside  town  represented  in  the  parade. 

Mrs.  Geraldine  Wallace  has  been  hired  to  replace  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Martini  as  Town  Accountant  and  Office  Clerk.  Mrs.  Martini  plans  to 
reside  on  Cape  Cod. 

The  Board  has  been  working  diligently,  and  will  continue  to  do  so, 
to  control  taxes  and  encourage  and  welcome  small  businesses  or  any 
industry  that  will  be  beneficial  to  the  Town  of  Mendon.

This  report  marks  the  completion  of  our  fifth  year  under  manage¬ 
ment. 

A  full  tenancy  was  had  this  year.  Any  person  or  persons,  65  years 
of  age  or  older  interested  in  occupancy,  should  file  their  application 
early.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  MENDON-UPTON  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Towns  of  Mendon  and  Upton: 

The  year  1972  could  best  be  reported  as  one  of  change,  demand, 
frustration,  and  promise. 

Change  came  early  as  three  seats  became  vacant  for  the  March  elec¬ 
tion.  Mr.  Richard  Childs  of  Mendon,  a  devoted,  concerned  and  know¬ 
ledgeable  school  committee  member  for  the  past  six  years  chose  not  to 
seek  re-election.  Also  Mrs.  Margaret  Stanton  of  Upton  and  Mrs.  Dwight 
Davenport  of  Mendon,  both  appointed  to  fill  unexpired  terms,,  decided 
not  to  seek  election.  To  these  members  we  express  our  sincere  gratitude 
for  their  service. 

With  the  re-organization  of  the  committee  in  April,  several  necessary 
steps  were  taken  in  order  to  start  afresh  towards  a  solution  of  new  and 
old  problems  facing  the  board.  The  first  action  of  the  board  was  to  es¬ 
tablish  new  leadership  in  the  school  community.  Mr.  Gordon  B.  Allan, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  since  August  1969,  was  not  issued  a  tenure 
contract  and  relinquished  his  duties  in  August  1972.  The  committee 
received  and  carefully  reviewed  sixty-five  applications  for  this  position. 

A  number  of  them  were  personally  interviewed,  some  more  than  once, 
before  Dr.  Charles  R.  Hand  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  Sept¬ 
ember  1 1,  1972,  effective  October  16,  1972. 

At  the  request  of  Richard  T.  Moore,  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Com¬ 
mittee  on  Community  Problems,  Blackstone  Valley  Economic  Study 
Commission,  a  meeting  was  held  on  April  27  with  representatives  of 
the  State  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control,  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  School  Building  Assistance  and  Selectmen.  This  meeting 
aired  the  problems  and  possible  corrections  of  this  district.  Among  these 
were  an  addition  to  present  facilities,  new  construction  on  a  new  site, 
and  expansion  of  the  district  complying  with  the  State  mandate  on  a 
minimum  2,000  pupil  enrollment  K-12. 

Furthering  the  quest  to  resolve  the  feasibility  of  construction  of  an 
addition  to  the  present  Junior-Senior  High  School;  this  committee 
solicited  the  aid  of  the  boards  of  selectmen  to  continue  and  to  bring  to 
conclusion  the  work  undertaken  in  1967.  These  boards  were  asked  to 
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have  evaluated  this  property  or  one  on  an  adjoining  site  for  this  purpose 
of  establishing  if  proper  sewerage  and  drainage  conditions  existed.  On 
October  1 3  tests  were  carried  out  in  the  presence  of  interested  parties 
and  the  year  has  ended  without  any  firm  commitment  by  the  Regional 
Board  of  Health  in  Rutland  as  to  their  disposition  in  this  regard. 

We  are  still  in  the  process  of  negotiations  with  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Natural  Resources  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  site  for  pos¬ 
sible  new  construction.  At  the  same  time,  talks  have  been  resumed  with 
Hopedale  in  order  to  study  the  possibility  of  expanding  the  district  to 
a  three  member  town  in  order  to  comply  with  state  mandate. 

Finances  continue  to  be  a  major  portion  of  the  business  of  the 
committee.  Actual  budget  preparation  began  in  September  and  lasted 
to  our  financial  hearing  in  November.  After  which  review  and  possible 
reductions  were  investigated  until  the  end  of  the  year.  The  advent  this 
year  of  the  eighteen-month  budget  caused  much  confusion  both  in  pre¬ 
paration  and  in  percent  increases  in  some  categories,  as  it  becomes  nec¬ 
essary  to  budget  funds,  particularly  salaries  for  the  entire  contract  year 
which  extends  beyond  the  budget  year.  In  addition  to  the  above  time, 
much  time  was  spent  annually  in  the  lengthy  contract  negotiations  and 
in  review  of  purchasing.  Insurance  was  added  this  year  to  the  list  of  items 
competitively  bid  resulting  in  some  savings  and  the  future  holds  promise 
of  more  of  this  type  action. 

This  year  after  five  years  of  over-lapping  conditions  on  double 
sessions  and  no  firm  action  taken  to  resolve  this  situation,  the  State 
Board  of  Education  refused  to  continue  the  double  session  waiver  be¬ 
yond  January  1973.  Much  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  Hand  for  his  ingenuity 
in  presenting  a  workable  and  concrete  plan  to  return  to  single  sessions 
early  next  year,  and  this  committee  urges  the  townspeople  to  read  his 
report  for  more  detailed  information. 

At  best  with  such  short  notice,  any  plan  is  not  much  more  than  a 
stop-gap  measure  and  is  not  offered  as  a  full  remedy  to  the  situation. 
Procrastination  over  school  building  and  the  cost  of  educating  our  chil¬ 
dren  must  cease.  Action  must  be  taken  and  in  order  to  generate  a  feeling 
of  community  acceptance  for  any  solution,  cooperation  must  exist  be¬ 
tween  our  committee,  staff,  and  all  other  responsible  boards  within 
the  communities. 
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As  cited  above,  three  major  plans  are  being  investigated.  An  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  existing  facilities,  a  new  facility  on  a  new  site,  and  expansion 
of  the  district.  One  or  more  of  these  will  most  probably  be  submitted  for 
your  consideration  next  year. 

Each  year  brings  certain  personal  milestones,  two  of  which  occured 
this  year.  With  deep  regret,  the  committee  accepted  the  resignations  of 
Mrs.  Grace  Hutchinson  and  Mrs.  Pearl  Kimball,  two  of  our  most  out¬ 
standing  and  dedicated  elementary  teachers  for  a  good  number  of  years. 
We  wish  them  a  happy,  long,  and  healthy  retirement. 

The  committee  wishes  to  extend  their  gratitude  to  the  administra¬ 
tors,  staff,  members  of  various  sub-committees,  and  all  other  town 
board  and  departments  that  have  contributed  to  our  efforts  during  the 
past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of 
Mendon  and  Upton: 

I  submit  herewith  my  first  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

I  came  to  the  district  in  October  very  favorably  impressed  with  the 
caliber  of  your  School  Committee  and  administrators.  I  have  not  been 
disappointed.  In  fact,  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the  entire  school  system  is  most 
commendable. 

The  district  is  to  be  congratulated  for  being  one  of  nine  in  the  en¬ 
tire  Commonwealth  to  have  regionalized  kindergarten  through  grade  12. 

The  kindergarten  program  will  start  in  the  Fall  of  1973.  We  eagerly  look 
forward  to  its  implementation.  Complete  details  will  be  available  at  a 
later  date. 

Your  School  Committee  voted  to  abolish  double  sessions  several 
days  before  the  state  disapproved  our  former  abbreviated  double  sessions 
program.  We  are  able  to  return  to  a  single  session  as  a  result  of  the  co¬ 
operation  of  many.  My  office  will  be  moved  to  the  Upton  Town  Hall, 
using  the  offices  of  the  selectmen  and  assessors  on  a  temporary  basis. 

Office  space  will  be  available  in  the  new  Upton  town  office  bulding  at 
a  later  date.  The  present  offices  will  become  classrooms. 

Seventh  grade  pupils  will  be  housed  in  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School 
and  the  fourth  grade  students  there  will  occupy  the  multi-purpose  room. 
Grades  8  to  12  will  be  on  a  single  session  at  Nipmuc.  The  High  School 
Principal’s  report  points  out  the  shortcomings  of  this  plan,  and  I  concur 
with  his  comments.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  his  report.  The  elemen¬ 
tary  Supervisor  views  this  shift  of  seventh  graders  as  having  educational 
value  in  terms  of  future  planning.  You  are  referred  to  his  report  for  fur¬ 
ther  details. 

My  efforts  during  the  next  few  months  will  be  directed  toward 
alleviating  our  space  problems  at  a  minimum  cost.  I  am  hopeful  that 
proposals  will  be  made  to  the  district  in  the  Spring  and  that  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  plan  will  be  voted.  The  1 400  plus  students  are  the  reason  for  the 
existence  of  the  Regional  School  District.  We  cannot  let  them  down. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
School  Committee  members,  administrators,  faculty  and  other  staff 
members,  and  the  town  officials  and  townspeople  of  both  communities 
for  their  cooperation  and  support  during  my  brief  period  of  time  here.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  plans  were  being  made  to 
eliminate  double  sessions  at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School. 

I  would  like  to  emphasize  that  the  changes  made  to  eliminate  dou¬ 
ble  sessions  must  be  understood  to  be  but  a  temporary  solution  of  our 
lack  of  space  to  provide  the  quality  education  deserved  by  the  young 

people  in  our  school  system.  In  addition  to  the  inclusion  of  the  seventh 
grade  pupils  restricting  the  program  at  the  Clough  School,  the  eighth 
gradepupupils  still  will  not  have  the  program  they  should  have  at  the 
high  school.  Because  of  the  high  school  programs  now  in  existence  in 
the  areas  of  art,  home  economics  and  industrial  arts,  these  areas  will  not 
be  available  to  eighth-graders  without  a  serious  curtailment  of  the  high 
school  programs.  Only  a  limited  program  of  physical  education  will  be 
available  to  the  eighth  grade.  Also,  the  already  cramped  library  space 
will  be  further  strained,  to  the  detriment  of  its  vital  purpose  in  the 
educational  program. 

In  April  of  1973  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  will  be  evaluated 
by  a  committee  of  educators  representing  the  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges.  During  a  three-day  visit,  the  committee  will 
carefully  analyze  a  self-evaluation  report  which  is  being  prepared  by  the 
school  staff  prior  to  the  committee  visitation.  On  the  basis  of  this  thor¬ 
ough  analysis,  the  quality  of  education  provided  in  our  school  will  be 
evaluated  to  determine  if  we  meet  the  necessary  standards  for  contin¬ 
ued  membership  in  the  Association.  Staff  members  are  to  be  commend¬ 
ed  for  their  cooperative  effort  in  the  self-evaluation  process,  which  has 
taken  place  since  the  opening  of  school  last  September. 
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A  significant  change  was  made  in  our  curriculum  when  last  Sept¬ 
ember  we  began  a  program  of  elective  mini-courses  (nine  weeks  in  length) 
in  our  senior  English  classes.  Instead  of  traditional  courses,  seniors  were 
allowed  to  elect  a  minimum  of  four  courses  from  a  list  of  thirty  which 
were  offered.  The  following  courses  were  then  included  in  the  curriculum 
because  of  greatest  indicated  interest: 

1.  The  Bible  as  Literature 

2.  Satire:  Theory  and  Practice 

3.  The  Rewriting  of  Fiction 

4.  Poetry:  A  Closer  Look 

5.  Heroes  of  the  American  West 

6.  The  Comic  Spirit  in  America 

7.  The  Jazz  Age 

8.  American  Plays  from  1920  to  1960 

9.  College  Entrance  Review  in  English 

10.  Greek  Realities 

1 1 .  Advanced  Composition 

12.  Basic  English  Skills 

13.  Business  English 

1 4.  The  Mass  Media 

15.  The  American  Short  Story 

A  Course  in  Evironmental  Science  was  also  added  to  our  curriculum 
this  year. 

To  allow  an  expansion  of  the  industrial  arts  program  and  thus  make 
shop  activities  available  to  more  pupils,  a  third  teacher  has  been  added  to 
that  department. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  that  a  high  school  student  paper  en¬ 
titled  the  “Free  Spirit”  has  made  its  appearance  in  our  school,  filling  a 
void  of  many  years  standing.  This  endeavor  merits  the  appreciation  of 
all  pupils  and  teachers. 

Many  thanks  are  extended  to  all  persons  and  organizations  who  in 
any  way  helped  in  the  operation  of  the  high  school  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 


The  shift  of  the  seventh  graders  to  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School  and 
the  placement  of  the  fourth  grade  in  the  multi-purpose  room  will  give  us 
an  opportunity  to  further  explore  some  of  the  latest  educational  thinking. 

The  teachers  in  the  fourth  grade  will  have  more  space  in  which  to 
work  and  will  be  able  to  incorporate  some  of  the  concepts  of  the  open 
classroom,  one  of  the  latest  educational  innovations. 

The  seventh  grade  teachers  will  be  meeting  with  the  administration 
and  fifth  and  sixth  grade  teachers  to  discuss  middle  school  concepts,  thus 
preparing  for  a  reorganizational,  structural  and  curricula  change  for 
students  in  grades  five  through  seven  or  eight,  which  hopefully  will  be 
more  responsive  to  student  needs.  The  middle  school  concept  does  not 
necessarily  require  a  specific  type  of  building  in  which  to  operate. 

All  first  grade  classes  are  in  a  new  reading  program  prepared  by  the 
Open  Court  Publishing  Company  of  Illinois.  The  program  began  in  Sept¬ 
ember  after  careful  study  by  the  staff.  A  series  of  workshops  were  held 
to  prepare  the  staff  in  the  teaching  procedures.  The  first  grade  teachers 
are  excited  and  have  noted  greater  progress  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

Open  Court  utilizes  a  multi-sensory  approach  to  reading  with  a  strong 
emphasis  in  phonics.  The  public  has  an  open  invitation  to  visit  our  first 
grade  classes  and  observe  pupils  reading  legends,  fables,  fairy  tales, 
taking  dictation,  writing  stories  and  spelling  words  with  good  accuracy. 

In  essence  the  program  stresses  a  correlated  approach  in  the  language 
arts.  The  teachers  involved  report  that  they  could  not  go  back  to  the 
old  system. 

The  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  again  received  a  Federal 
Grant  of  $16,000.00  under  Title  I  ESEA  (Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act  of  1965)  to  conduct  a  reading  progr  m  for  primary  school 
pupils.  The  program  places  much  emphasis  on  primary  school  age  pupils 
and  the  director,  Gordon  Merten,  feels  that  these  pupils  are  highly  moti¬ 
vated  and  responsive.  The  Title  I  people  in  Boston  have  praised  our  pro¬ 
gram. 
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Our  Learning  Disability  Program  has  made  great  strides  this  year. 
Miss  Deborah  Wellman,  Learning  Consultant,  utilized  a  volunteer  aide 
program  of  parents  and  high  school  students.  The  volunteers  are  spirited 
and  have  significantly  enhances  the  program.  Our  Speech  Therapist,  Miss 
Myrna  Feldman,  reports  progress  with  many  of  the  children  in  her  pro¬ 
gram.  The  members  of  the  Pupil  Personnel  department  and  staff  work 
as  a  team  to  assist  pupils  with  special  needs. 

Our  Library  Program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Burke, 
with  supportive  aid  from  volunteers  supplements  our  regular  school 
program.  Without  volunteer  help  our  library  program  would  operate  at 
a  minimum.  The  program  is  supported  with  local,  federal  and  in  Upton 
with  Risteen  Funds. 

I  would  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  Mrs.  Grace  Hutchinson  and 
Mrs.  Pearl  Kimball  two  dedicated  teachers  who  have  given  to  pupils 
their  love,  patience,  understanding,  guidance  and  expertise.  Mrs. 
Hutchinson  and  Mrs.  Kimball  retired  this  year  after  many  years  of  re¬ 
warding  contributions  to  our  children,  schools  and  community.  May 
their  future  endeavors  be  blessed  with  happiness. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincerest  thanks  to  the  School  Committee, 
Superintendent,  Staff,  P.T.A.,  Volunteers  and  Townspeople  for  their 
support  and  understanding  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  for 
our  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BLACKSTONE  VALLEY  REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 


The  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  School  began  its  seventh  year  of 
operation  with  the  largest  enrollment  in  its  history.  The  number  of  ap¬ 
plicants  greatly  outnumbered  the  number  admitted  to  the  shcool. 

This  year  with  the  18  month  budget  and  the  accompanying  assess¬ 
ments  will  find  the  costs  of  the  school  higher  than  ever.  It  is  indeed  un¬ 
fortunate  that  the  year  for  making  this  change  in  the  budget  has  to  be 
one  in  which  the  inflationary  spiral  is  really  taking  off. 

At  the  present  time  also  the  vocational  school  committee  is  making 
definite  plans  to  build  an  addition  which  will  house  additional  courses 
and  make  space  for  more  pupils.  There  is  no  doubt  that  vocational  edu¬ 
cation  is  becoming  more  popular  and  that  the  graduate  with  a  trade  is 
becoming  the  one  with  the  job  offer.  However  the  cost  of  this  addition 
is  rather  large.  It  will  run  to  at  least  $1 ,700,000.00.  That  is  one  million 
seven  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  will  mean  a  larger  capital  assess¬ 
ment  and  a  larger  operating  cost  for  the  town  of  Mendon.  The  town 
meeting  will  have  to  make  the  choice  concerning  its  willingness  to  as¬ 
sume  such  a  new  liability  with  the  accompanying  higher  tax  bill  which 
it  will  entail.  Since  Mendon  is  at  this  time  also  considering  a  new  high 
school,  I  would  definitely  insist  that  this  decision  of  building  a  new 
addition  to  the  vocational  school  be  made  by  the  voters  of  the  entire 
town.  With  that  in  mind  we  might  expect  that  a  special  town  meeting 
may  have  to  be  called  later  on  in  the  spring  or  early  summer  in  order  to 
decide  on  this  matter. 

At  present  the  cost  of  operating  the  school  from  January  1,  1973 
to  June  30,  1974  will  be  $855,565.00.  The  cost  to  Mendon  for  this 
period  will  be  $27,652.00.  In  addition  to  this  there  will  be  a  capital 
assessment,  or  payment  on  the  bonds,  of  $4,012.00  The  total  for  this 
town  will  be  $31 ,664.00  for  eighteen  months. 

These  figures  are  net  figures  and  they  reflect  the  fact  that  state 
funds  have  actually  brought  the  cost  down  from  $1,507,945  for  the  18 
month  period.  The  reduction  is  in  the  form  of  transportation  refund  of 
$127,000.00  and  $524,445.00  returned  for  operating  expenses. 
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Vocational  education  is  a  great  thing  but  it  is  not  an  inexpensive 
thing.  The  cost  per  pupil  in  this  school  is  now  approximately  1 ,900 
per  pupil. 

There  are  additional  benefits  however  which  offset  this  high  cost. 
The  evening  program  is  using  the  facility  to  a  great  degree.  Four  hundred 
sixty  one  men  and  women  have  enrolled  in  the  night  course  and  have 
been  able  to  upgrade  their  vocational  skills.  The  superior  training  the 
students  have  received  is  evidenced  by  the  job  opportunities  open  to 
them  on  graduation.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon: 

This  represents  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Comittee 
prepared  for  your  guidance  at  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting.  By 
law,  your  finance  committee  is  responsible  for  advising  Mendon  tax¬ 
payers  on  all  monied  issues  before  the  town.  As  a  result,  we  have  re¬ 
viewed  in  detail  the  budget  requests  of  all  town  departments  together 
with  any  articles  in  the  Town  Warrant  and  have  attempted  to  arrange 
them  according  to  priority.  Several  of  our  recommendations  are  less 
than  originally  requested;  but,  we  feel  that  these  are  proper  to  main¬ 
tain  adequate  services. 

To  the  property  owner  in  Mendon,  1973  will  prove  to  be  a  part¬ 
icularly  difficult  year.  In  prior  years  this  town  prepared  budgets  for  a 
twelve-month  calendar  cycle  ending  December  31.  Now  all  towns  in 
the  Commonwealth  must  convert  to  a  fiscal  cycle  ending  June  30.  This 
transition  is  to  be  accomplished  by  requiring  all  departmental  budgets 
be  prepared  for  an  18-month  period  from  January  1,  1973  to  June  30, 
1974.  This  mandate  has  been  incorporated  and  our  recommendations 
reflect  budget  requests  for  a  period  of  time  which  is  one-hundred  and 
fifty  (150%)  percent  greater  than  a  similar  time  used  for  last  year’s 
appropriations.  For  the  18-month  budget  of  the  fiscal  year  1973,  your 
finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $1,335,195.00  be 
raised  and  appropriated  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  represents 
an  increase  of  one-hundred  and  fifty-four  (154%)  percent  over  the 
twelve-month  budget  for  calendar  year  1972.  A  departmental  budget 
analysis,  which  incorporates  totals  detailed  in  Article  Four,  is  present¬ 
ed  together  with  a  comparison  of  last  year’s  appropriation  totals:

These  totals  do  not  reflect  any  items  for  which  funds  from  Revenue 
Sharing  have  been  applied. 

Faced  with  the  uncertainties  of  a  budget  for  an  extended  term, 
all  department  heads  have  had  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  the  effect 
of  two  winter  seasons  on  one  budget,  rising  costs  in  an  inflationary 
period,  and  a  desire  for  better  quality  and  increased  services  to  the 
town.  As  the  summary  above  indicates,  with  one  notable  exception, 
your  department  heads  performed  exceptionally  well  under  these  try¬ 
ing  circumstances  and  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts.  As  the 
summary  shows  all  departmental  budgets,  save  one,  either  maintained 
or  decreased  their  proportionate  share  of  the  total  budget.  All  depart¬ 
ments,  save  one,  reflected  increases  which  were  consistent  with  in¬ 
crease  in  the  amount  of  time  budgeted.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  one 
department  which  was  unable  to  do  so  represents  the  largest  budget 
of  those  submitted. 


The  cost  of  education  continues  to  dominate  our  expenditures 
and  is  growing  at  the  fastest  rate.  In  the  year  1970,  these  costs  ac¬ 
counted  for  an  expenditure  of  $464,000.  By  mid-1974  these  costs 
will  have  risen  to  a  total  of  $973,000.  This  increase  is  particularly 
alarming  because  costs  are  spiraling  upward  at  a  rate  higher  than  the 
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salary  increases  Mendon  residents  can  expect  to  receive.  This  means 
that  eventually  we  will  be  unable  to  pay  the  taxes  required  to  support 
the  town  government. 

The  Finance  Committee  admits  that  it  does  not  have  a  magic 
solution  to  this  critical  problem.  The  nation  as  a  whole  is  concerned 
with  the  cost  of  supporting  education  using  the  local  property  tax. 

We  do  wish,  however,  that  the  School  Committee  would  do  more  in 
the  area  of  establishing  fiscal  policies  and  setting  budget  goals  for  the 
administration  to  work  to  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  would 
minimize  the  task  of  paring  down  submissions  and  allow  more  time 
to  be  spent  in  setting  program  priorities. 

Of  the  $7,000.00  Reserve  Fund  appropriated  in  1972,  transfers 
totalled  $2,469.93  and  are  included  in  the  expenditures  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  enumerated  below:

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Reserve  Fund  be 
set  at  $10,000.00  for  the  fiscal  budget  period. 

The  major  increases  in  your  town  operating  costs  are  due  to  the 
following: 

1 .  Teacher  salaries  at  the  Regional  School  District 

2.  Implementation  of  a  new  Kindergarten  Program  at  the 
Regional  School  District 

3.  Salary  and  wage  increases  for  hourly-paid  personnel 

4.  Police  pay  changes  which  include: 

A.  Forty-hour  work  week 

B.  Fourth  full-time  officer  to  be  effective  July  1,  1973 
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5.  Establishment  of  the  post  of  part-time  health  agent 

6.  Increase  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  salary 

7.  Conversion  of  one  worker  now  employed  under  the  Emergency 
Employment  Act  to  the  Highway  Department’s  payroll. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommendations  for  Special  Articles  is 
as  follows: 

ARTICLE  THREE:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  a  5.5% 
increase  in  the  salaries  and  wages  of  the  elected  officers  of  the 
Town. 

ARTICLE  FIVE:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that 
any  money  appropriated  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  be 
used  on  items  which  are  capital  or  long-term  in  nature  and 
which  have  the  prior  approval  of  the  committee  based  upon 
their  own  merits  without  any  regard  for  available  funding. 

ARTICLE  SIX:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that 

this  municipal  program,  initiated  last  year,  be  continued  during 
the  fiscal  period  at  a  level  of  expense  equal  to  that  of  last  year. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that 
this  municipal  program  also  be  continued  during  the  fiscal 
period  as  it  represents  a  necessary  improvement  in  services  to 
the  town’s  people. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  un¬ 
favorable  action  on  this  article  since  it  feels  that  this  vehicle 
is  a  piece  of  equipment  with  very  limited  use  in  the  town. 

Such  use  could  be  effected  by  the  mutual  aid  of  fire  depart¬ 
ments  of  area  towns.  It  further  feels  that  a  25  year-old  vehicle 
with  the  history  of  high  maintainence  costs  with  its  previous 
owner,  and  with  no  suitable  housing  within  present  fire 
facilities  in  Mendon  offers  very  poor  value  to  the  town. 

ARTICLE  NINE:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends 
strongly  that  this  article  be  given  favorable  approval  since 
any  disapproval  would  effect  considerable  increase  in  the  cost 
of  borrowing  on  the  part  of  the  town  to  meet  monthly 
financial  obligations  to  the  Regional  School  District. 
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Your  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  remind  you  that  we  can  only 
recommend  action  to  be  taken.  The  final  choice  and  decision  are  yours. 
We  therefore  urge  most  emphatically  that  each  of  you  attend  the  town 
meeting  sessions  starting  on  Friday,  March  30,  1973,  at  7:30  P.M.  at 
the  auditorium  at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  assist¬ 
ed  the  Finance  Committee  in  the  preparation  and  review  of  the  Budget 
and  Special  Articles.  We  also  thank  the  many  department  heads  for 
their  cooperation  in  easing  the  transition  from  our  past  procedures 
into  our  new  reporting  cycle.

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GLOSSARY  OF  TERMS  USED  IN  TOWN  FINANCE 


The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  Town 
Report  and  at  Town  Meetings.  These  definitions  are  provided  in 
order  to  give  you  a  better  understanding  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE: 

This  fund,  often  referred  to  as  “Excess  &  Deficiency”  (E  &  D) 
represents  the  amount  by  which  the  Cash,  Accounts  Receivable 
and  other  assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS: 

A  fund,  often  referred  to  as  “Free  Cash”,  certified  annually 
by  the  State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by  deducting  from  Surplus  Rev¬ 
enue  all  uncollected  taxes  for  prior  years  and  overdrawn  accounts. 
This  fund  may  be  used  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

RESERVE  FUND: 

This  fund  is  established  by  the  voters  at  the  annual  town 
meeting  and  may  be  composed  of  the  following:  (1)  an  appropri¬ 
ation  not  exceeding  5%  of  the  preceding  year’s  tax  levy;  (2)  money 
appropriated  from  Overlay  Reserve;  or  (3)  both.  Transfers  from 
the  Reserve  Fund  are  within  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  are  for  “extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures.” 

STABILIZATION  FUND: 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital  ex¬ 
penditures.  Under  certain  conditions  the  State  will  match  sums 
taken  from  this  Fund  during  the  first  year  only  ;  and  in  amounts  up 
to  a  maximum  of  $100,000.  This  Fund  reduces  the  Bonding  costs 
for  Mendon. 

OVERLAY: 

The  overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess 
of  appropriations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a 
fund  to  cover  abatements  granted  and  avoid  fractions  when  estab¬ 
lishing  the  tax  rate. 

OVERLAY  RESERVE: 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlay  for  various 
years  not  used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  ac¬ 
count  for  a  given  year.  It  may  be  used  by  vote  of  the  town  for

extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures  or  voted  into  the  Re¬ 
serve  Fund. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  FUND:  (An  Income  Account) 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  equipment  used  on 
State  (Chapter  81  &  90)  reimbursed  work.  This  charge  is  based 
upon  acceptable  rates  set  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  covers  such 
equipment  as  trucks,  backhoes  and  rollers.  The  income  is  then 
deposited  into  this  account.  These  funds  are  later  appropriated  to 
the  Road  Machinery  Account. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  ACCOUNT: 

This  is  an  Expense  Account  and  is  used  only  for  payment  of 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses  of  highway  department  equip¬ 
ment. 

CHAPTER  90  FUNDS: 

These  funds  are  spent  for  highway  construction  and  mainten¬ 
ance  with  the  cooperation  of  the  town,  county  and  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works.  The  shares  for  new  construction  are:  Town 
25%;  County  25%;  and  State  50%.  Maintenance  projects  are  shared 
equally,  one-third  each.
